Although exclusive contracts have 
been offeree both to picture com- 
panies and radio agencies, most im- 
mediate interest is centered in pos- 
sibility that tie-up may be perfected 
with commercial sponsor for an air 
program, If done, broadcasts would 
emanate from boat and possibly 
from the diving bell working about 
the sunken hulk of Lusitania. 

Argonaut Corp. is reported to be 
interestéd solely in uncovering valu- 
able cargo including gold and other 
bullion said to have been aboard 
Lusitania when it was sunk by Ger- 
Scottish Films Pro- 
Scotland, 
which claims to hold all rights to 
pictures, newsreels, features. or 
shorts, as well as radio and news 
bulletins, has approached U. S. film 
Producers to interest them in mak- 
ing a feature production. 

“Initial offer was made about a 
year ago, at which time the com- 
pany wanted $50,000 plus a later ad- 
ditional $12,000 for exclusive film 
rights, understood to include news-

Making only one change in ovigi- 
nal text, House Immigration Com- 
mittee last week gave the Dickstein 
alien-actor bill its third annual 


blessing. Measure was approved 
by. the committee after three- 
months of stalling but had not been 
formally reported to the House up 
to today. 

With chances of passage almost 
nil, committee accepted a suggested 


change slightly easing the proposed 
ban on foreign talent Amendment 
written into the bill cuts.from 5 to 
3 years the length of time an alien 
performer must have been employed 
in order to gain exemption from 
clause requiring a demonstration of 
unusual merit and ability in order 
to gain entry to the U. 8. 

The bill this year embodies a 
feature which was lacking in its 
predecessors. Besides restricting 
admission to aliens of demonstrated 


talent, the legislation would put into 
effect a reciprocal quota system, 
further limiting the number for- 
eigners who.-can come in to the 
number of Americans allowed to 
work in their fatherlands. 


No companion legislation has been 
introduced in the Senate and the 
Immigration committee in the up- 
per branch of Congress is regarded 
as hostile to such proposals, so no 
one, including sponsors, figures 
there is any hope the measure will 
get on the statute books this year.

An ultimatum was laid down by 
the film producers at a meeting 
Monday (11) warning that no plays 
or scripts would be bought that had 
strings attached as to how and who 
shall handle the screen adaptation. 
Studios are perturbed over reports 
that the Authors’ League and the 
Dramatists’ Guild will order their 
members to sell material with a 
strict provision that only Screen 
Guild members must handle adap- 
tation. 

This, it is said, would be in re- 
taliation for fighting the amalga- 
mation move. 

The following statement was is- 
sued: ‘At meeting of producers rep- 
resenting major motion picture 
studios it was agreed that no play 
will be bought or any manuscript 
purchased now or in future that 
earries with it any restrictions as to 
who shall prepare it for use as 
screen play.’

The Screen Writers of Hollywood 
was launched as an organization 
Monday (11) at a meeting at the 
Beverly-Wilshire hotel attended by 
75 scenarists made up mostly of 
secessjonists from the Screen 
Writers’ Guild.

TOBIS REPORTS 
EARNINGS DROP 


The Hague, May 1. 

International Tobis annual state- 
ment for 1935, issued this week, 
shows a net profit of only $1,200 
compared with a net of $46,000 in 
1934. Decline in business in France 
and exchange losses were held re- 
sponsible for the slump in earnings 
by the company. 

Operating as a holding company, 
International Tobis depends on 
earnings from various subsidiaries 
throughout Europe, in which it 
holds substantial amounts. Thus 
Tobis benefits from dividends de- 
clared by the various operating 
companies. 

Top picture concern in the past 
year was Cinematografia Espanola 
American S. A, at Madrid, which 
declared a 7% divvy, same as in 
1934. German Tobis Tonbild Syndi- 
kat paid a 4% dividend as against 
5% in 1934. 

Profits in Austria were consid- 
ered satisfactory and enough to 
strengthen Tobis’ reserves. 

Of the French subsids, Compagnie 
Francaise Tobis S. A., operating in 
southern Europe, broke about even. 
But Films Sonores Tobis (S.A.R.L.) 
suffered a heavy loss. Operations 
of the English companies were not 
particularly bad, but the profits did 
not justify declaration of a divvy 
payment,

District associations of the Cine- 
matograph Exhibitors Association, 
which must play a large part in the 
eventual parleys between the trade 
and the Board of Trade, is now 
lobbying for no more quota of any 
sort.

Routine spy story played well and 
nicely produced, but too lacking in 
cast pull or other punch to get much 


attention as a grosser. As enter- 
tainment it’s moderate because 
Herbert Marshall, Gertrude Michael 
and the director do such a compe- 
tent job with a familiar espionage 
routine. 

When the Viennese actress and 
the London actor are separated on 
their wedding eve by the declara- 
tion of war, and each is drafted for 
spy service by opposing nations, it’s 
a foregone cinch that they’ll run 
into each other somewhere on the 
battle line. And nobody’s going to 
be disappointed by a wrong guess. 
That the military iceberg who gives 
the girl her German orders will melt 
at the end and let the lovers escape 
to neutral territory is something 
else that’s in the bag. 

Job of the director and cast was 
to keep things moving until the 
inevitable conclusion was reached. 
This has been accomplished to a 
satisfactory extent, and the build- 
up is not without its interesting mo- 
ments. For instance, there’s a 
scene in which Miss Michael traps 
an enemy spy. Even the expected 
meeting of the romantic enemies 
has substance, as Miss Michael and 
Marshall play it. 

Two leads are excellent, Miss 
Michael being particularly impres- 
sive in one of the few non-menace 
roles she’s ever had in pictures. 
Her trouping ability should get her 
places in straight parts. Lionel 
Atwill is the chief support in a part 
that fits him, while Rod LaRocque, 
as an ill-fated spy, indicates enough 
to warrant every kind of a break in 
his comeback attempt. 

All but the first few pre-war mo- 
ments take place during the World 
War, but there is little battle stuff, 
and most of it from the library. 
Dialog is fine, and deserves a better 
plot, Bige.

‘Champagne Charlie’ is not grade- 
A product, although it has been meri- 
toriously acted, mounted, directed 
and sheared. Femme matinee trade 
appears to be its best bet, and pair- 
ing on duals would seem to be in

Intrigue and cruelty of the Orient 
drips from the English-made pic- 
ture. As a representation of Abdul 
Hamid 2d’s oppressive rule it is 
powerful. Where it falters is the 
film’s inability to strike a note of 
popular appeal or an even keel as 
interest sustainer. Hampered too by 
being lengthy, and looking more so 
because of ponderous pace. ‘Abdul’ 
may get a modest share of average 
grosses in houses where they crave 
excitement, executions, killings and 
heavy plottings. Particularly will 
this be true when it is ballyhooed 
along sensational lines. Exhibs 
have only the names of Nils Asther 
and Adrienne Ames to hang out 
front; hence, pressure must be on 
the Oriental Harem material. 

Ruthless slaughter of the ruler’s 
enemies by the half-mad Abdul 
sways a majority of the sequences. 
Episode in which 12 or more revo- 
lutionists, one by one, are shot down 
by firing squad as they sing the 
Younk Turk’s anthem of freedom is 
gripping but dragged out so much 
as to be of dubious taste. Director 
and authors have centered too much 
attention on Abdul's” obnoxious 
mannerisms, innumerable close-ups 
screaming for the application of 
shears. 

If the producers intended to really 
clinch the American market with 
this feature, more attention should 
have keen devoted to Nils Asther, 





who is excellent whenever given the 
chance, Despite the fact that this 
characterization, as chief of Abdul's 
police system, logically is subordi- 
nated to that of the ruler, Asther 
might well have figured as the cen- 
tral interest in iater developments. 
Instead, he goes the way of all arch- 
conspirators in the film, ending in 
front of the firing squad. That de- 
tail and the way the cruel Abdul is 
allowed his freedom unharmed at 
the finish do not set so well. 

Angle of forcing an Austrian 
dancer into Abdul's harem, even if 
she can’t dance, and mugging of 
various inmates of his household 
including French and dusky femmes 
are unsavory features no matter 
how skillfully handled. 

Scenes at the ‘command’, opera 
performance verge on the ludicrous, 
with dancing much the same as on 
the modern burlesque stage, pre- 
dominating. Just as this seems out 
of place so do the genteel gyrations 
of the harem dancers appear in- 
congruous. 

Aside from Nils Asther’s polished 
performance, acting laurels go to 
Fritz Kortner, comparatively un- 
known in the U. S. His work as 
Abdul is a vivid portrayal.

Don- 
ald Cook is given a better break in 
a semi-villain role, and one which 
leaves the audience vaguely in 
doubt as to which character is the 
worst heel.

Bus people did plenty of 
car hanger advertising and also had 
drivers spot heralds at hotels 
and stores along the route. It all 
helped. 

In small towns a lighted peram- 
bulator can be sent out each eve- 
ning with ‘Why sit on the porch 
when it is so much cooler at the 
Gem?’ Pram starts as soon as it is 
dusk and sticks to the section 
where there are porch sitters. 

Several theatres have capitalized 
their air conditioning with appeals 
to the grass widowers to come and 
make the lounge their 
Stresses the greater comfort, the 
sociability and suggests that those 
coming to the early show can sit 
around in the cool spots until it 
is time to go home and to bed. 

For a fourth season one house is 
using a stag gallery. Only men are 
admitted to the balcony, with the 
two front rows roped off. They can 
take of their coats—and their shoes, 
too, if they wish—and be perfectly 
comfortable. Costs only the serv- 
ice of one usher and any one night’s 
extra attendance cares for that bill 
for the week.

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A plan has just been advocated that a campaign to advance spot 
broadcasting be launched. Concerning the need for spot broadcasting to 
toot its own horn there can be no doubt. Up to now spot broadcasting 
has existed ©n crumbs dropped from the table of network broadcasting. 
Spot has been singularly inert and lethargic in hammering home the 
ease in its own behalf, 

Now comes this new plan which proposes to finance the battle for 
spot broadcasting by having station reps collect assessments and toss 
the money into a central kitty. Immediately there is disagreement over 
details although the station reps quickly realize the basic need and the 
basic merit of the idea, 

There is perhaps too much worrying about ‘what Petry will do.’ Petry 
will look after himself. The station reps and broadcasting should 
look themselves. Petry’s attitude has presumably killed earlier 
efforts to do something about an obvious trade problem. Petry with his 


spot 
after 


long-term, iron-riveted contracts and newspaper-owned stations may 
not share the needs of other station reps and other spot broadcasting 
advocates: His aloofness or indifference should not halt the progress of 


any meritorious plan to further the interests of spot broadcasting as 
an institution. 

Spot broadcasting is poorly promoted among the advertising agenci 
No doubt on that. Station reps get relatively little cooperation from their 
stations. Scores of stations haven’t even the simple facts of their 
primary areas in presentable form and as for any intelligent presenta- 
tion of their talent or showmanship facilities they don’t know what the 
station rep is talking about, 

And that brings up a point—if any plan to advance spot broadcasting 
is to work—the station reps presumably must be the ones to guide and 
direct it. If because they are asked to contribute financial assistance 
stations are going to have persnickity and bothersome ideas on how copy 
shall be handled or on other details of the carrying out phase then it’s 
pretty certain in advance that the best plan will get nowhere fast. 

All bickering—non-essential to a good idea—should be quickly set- 
tled, because it endangers carrying out of a plan badly needed. If the 
networks had not overflowed with accounts during the past year, spot 


broadcasting would still be a stepchild as it was two years ago, 


That there is any money in it at all, is 95% accident. Glibly spouting 
about ‘showmanship,’ spot stations have seldom presented themselves to 
agencies or sponsors in a showmanly fashion, although the time is ripe 
and the ‘point-of-sale’ philosophy now in vogue in advertising makes 
spot a cut-to-order contender for national coin, 

Wider unification of spot stations for considering other problems is 
also necessary, and a mutual promotional campaign may naturally lead 
to cooperative work on other subjects. Among the latter are the revision 
of rates, settling local-national rate controversies and working up ade- 
quate market data. 





Whatever plan is adopted for spot promotion, its cost to the individual 
stations will be modest. There should be no ground for complaint on 
this score, nor any defaults 





Stations should by proxy delegate their say-so to their reps who are 
in closer touch with agency matters and understand agency psychology 
better than the stations. And the reps in turn should not let their eter- 
nal competitive pettiness interfere with any plan that is feasible, - 


Whether Petry stays in or out is ‘not the question, and has been

$115,000 for a Copy Act 


A jury in U. S. District court, Brooklyn, last. week awarded Tess Gar- 
della $115,000 damages in her suit to establish herself as the original and 
rightful Aunt Jemima of show business—including radio. The defend- 


ants, and losers, were General Foods, Log Cabin Syrup and the National 
Broadcasting Co. 








Regardless of the facts of law on which the defendants based their 
defense, justice certainly triumiphed in that case, regardless of any 
technical legal motions to set aside the verdict, or to reduce on allegations 
it might be excessive. The verdict is a measure of protection for others 
who might find themselves in a similar situation, and perhaps it also will 
Save radio from repeating an érror which costly to 
radio's entertainment predecessor—vaudeville, 

Miss Gardella’s story was a most interesting one. A singer of songs 
in ‘coon shouter’ fashion and with the appearance, with the help of some 
blackface makeup, to go with it, she adopted the stage character of 
Aunt Jemina early in her career. That was 16 years ago. 

For years she remained Aunt Jemima—advertising, selling, exploit- 
ing and establishing herself as such. She was Tess Gardella to a few 
intimates and acquaintances, but to the theatre-going public at large, 
and later the radio public, and all the while even to the majority of the 
people in show business, she was plain Aunt Jemima. As Aunt Jemima 
she became a high salaried singer of songs, with the name worth plenty 
to herself and to the box offices of theatres in which she played and to 
the business returns of the sponsors for whom she appeared on the air. 


once proved so 











Miss Gardella sued the three important defendants because she believed 
they had committed a wrongdoing and injured her by engaging another 
singer to appear on the Log Cabin program under the name of Aunt 
Jemima. without ever having previously used that name, and with the 
public not advised that it was not the Aunt Jemima they had always 
known. 

In this particular Aunt Jemima case, the plagiarism was not accidental. 
Miss Gardella was offered the Log Cabin job first. Because the salary 
proferred was far from adequate, she turned it dowe. So the sponsor, 
through its advertising agency and with the consent of the network, 
went out and bought ‘another’ and cheaper Aunt Jemima. At the very 
nominal cost of $115,000, 





This was nothing more than a revival of the ‘copy act’ practice of 
vaudeville, widely used not so many years ago. When they didn’t wish 
to pay a good act its proper salary, some vaudeville managers hit upon 
fhe bright idea af hockine ren 


ht ide booking replica acts, not as gcod but not as expensirs. 


These managers learned to their sorrow that the ‘copy acts’ were never 
as good as the originals, and that the copying only tended to impair the 


hn 
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originals, whose value was thus decreased, and vaudeville lost more 
than it gained, : 





If radio should attempt the same thing—and it certainly got off to a 
fiying start in the Aunt Jemima case—it cannot help but injure itself, 
just as vaudeville did before it, 





‘Copy acts’ of Eddie Cantor or Fred Allen or Jack Benny or the others 
on the radio today would not, of course, ever attain the prominence of the 
originals. But ‘copy acts’ would not help the standing of the Cantors or 
Allens or Bennys, either. And radio thus would only be tearing down 
its most valuable assets, and merely going backward, 


Radio, which has done remarkably little to develop its own talent for 
itself, has been extremely fortunate so far, The theatre in all its branches 
has been a generous source of supply. Radio needed only to ask, and all 
the treasures of the theatre were its own for the asking. So radio, hav- 
ing had no hand in the building, has even less right than the theatre to 
the lifting of these names and faces and talents, 


Radio will find as it goes along that the ‘copy act’ doesn’t pay. It 
isn’t productive of good will and it isn’t good business, show business or 
otherwise. And the original article always, in the long run, proves itself 
cheaper. In the case of Aunt Jemima vs, General Foods, Log Cabin 
Syrup and NBC—$115,000 cheaper. 


Radio as a Mailing Address 


Last summer Chairman Anning S. Prall of the Federal Communica- 
tions Commission told the National Association of Broadcasters at its 
convention that any broadcaster who could not tell in advance what was 
obviously ‘wrong’ lacked the judgment and discrimination to be a broad- 
caster, 








No station should be able to claim ignorance of its ‘public service’ 
responsibility in view of the numerous experiences and warnings already 
on record. It is therefor surprising to find some of the smaller stations 
becoming a party to a promotional scheme that treats the public as so 
much sheep’s wool waiting for the scissors, 


The promotional scheme in question—and it is simply a little more 
obvious than certain others—uses a radio station not primarily as an 
advertising medium but as a mail address for dollar bills brought in 
through advertisements in daily newspapers. In a recent campaign where 
300,000 pieces of mail were claimed the promoters spent only $1,000 for 
radio time on the station in question but laid out $30,000 for newspaper 
space to draw mail. 


It is either naive or bold-faced for a station to claim that the pro- 
moters of such ‘contests’ are using radio for anything except the prestige 
value of the mailing address. How such practices can be reconciled with 
‘public service’ is hard to see and it looks like merely a question of time 
when some station will be caught, red-handed and without a wing-collar 
to look respectable in, by the F. C. C. 





Nature of the copy inserted by promoters in dailies and giving the radio 
station address is very close to the dubious. Too close for radio stations 
to take a chance knowing that the public’s confidence in radio is being 
exploited by copy framed to make the most of the mailing address and 
to give the public the impression that the station itself is the promoter 
of the ‘unscrambling’ come-on, 





And on the same subject there are plenty of examples still around of 
stations permitting exaggerated claims by high-pressure retailers, etc., 
amounting to fraudulent advertising. ‘Genuine all-wool’ suits with ‘real 
silk linings’ selling with two pairs of pants and a free topcoat for $17.50 
is a typical sample of what is meant, 





Too many stations are flirting with the wrath to come by storing up 
such records of behavior. They may be confident of one thing—their 
business rivals, including newspapers and those who covet wavelength, 
will not fail to jot down al! such offside plays. 





Stations that take a chance should not squawk when they receive 
a summons to Washington.

Maryland job is in charge 
of Ed Palmer, a professional radio 
business getter, whose affiliation 
with Hearst started via WINS, New 
York, last October. WBAL, accord- 
ing to his statements, will be treat- 
ed the same way as WINS, where 
his drumming has resulted in about 
150 local accounts—enough to fill 
23 quarter-hour participating stan- 
zas per week. 

Palmer method, as employed and 
described by WINS, consists of lin- 
ing up a crew of eight people who 
comb telephone books for prospects 
and then proceed ‘to call these up. 
Hundreds of calls are made weekly. 
Only such prospects are reputedly 
phoned as would otherwise not be 
contacted by the station staff. 
Proposition to the people phoned is 
that they can buy four anounce- 
ments, running 90 words apiece, for 
$49.50, , 

When a sufficient list of custom- 
ers has been lined up, Palmer ar- 
ranges participating platter-musical 
programs, allotting WINS $49.50 per 
15 minutes (50c more than the sin- 
gle-time quarter-hour rate). Pal- 
mer’s recompense is derived by fit- 
ting eight announcements into each 
15-minute stretch. In short, Palmer 
takes in $99 and pays to the station 
$49.50. The difference makes his 
salary, pays the phone crew, and 
otherwise defrays expenses. 

Protect Showmanship 

According to WINS, limits are 
Placed on Palmer’s work. Station 
‘Professes to hedge this type of biz 
in order to avoid ‘throwing show- 
Manship off the air.’ That the 
method involves rate-chopping is 
denied. Station rate for four 100- 
word announcements, single-time 
rates, would be $52. Palmer charges 
customers $49.50, WINS’s view, 
however, is that the quarter-hour 
rate should be taken as criterion, 
and not the announcement rate.

On the basis of a_ single-time 
glimpse at this venerable spoofing 
stanza (6), two things are apparent. 
Messrs. Charles and Bryan seem to 
have burned up their supply. of ma- 
terial, at least so far as the tep 
strata are concerned. Boring in a 
secondary vein, their pickings are 
slimmer, and resultantly there is 
more musie and commercial blurb- 
ing than comedy satire. The com- 
mercials are the second considera- 
tion. By the time 15 minutes are 
up the word ‘Goldenrich’ has been 
dinned so long and loud that it has 
well-nigh become a complex. 

As an idea, ‘Itty Bitty Kiddy 
Hour’ has socko possibilities. Boys 
put on a burlesque of radio and its 
foibles which ought to be and has 
been genuinely funny. But humor 
lasts only so long as its material 
holds out, and after more than a 
year the latter has to be stretched. 
One of the sponsor’s present ideas 
is to put on the program into other 
cities. Notion appears’ to be good. 
In places where ‘Itty Bitty Kiddy 
Hour’ hasn’t been heard before, a 
revival could be staged by digging 
the old scripts out of the files. 

Program caught for this review 
had three bits in it. First was a 
burlesque of a shortwave pickup. 
Was timed just right and had-real 
burlesque values in the disfigured 
voice of an explorer trying to learn 
something of his wife’s doings. Fol- 
lowing came a pair of swipes at 
cheese and at music week. Neither 
was much, and_ suffered from 
meager pacing. All told, Charles 
and Bryan probably got about five 
or six minutes of the 15. Rest went 
to the orchestra and the sponsor's 
trip-hammer blurbing. Total im- 
pression amounts to incorrect bal- 
ance. 

That Charles and Bryan have ap- 
proached this series with show- 
manly intentions, and carried them 
out with a nice flair in the past, is 
established fact, and there can be 
nothing but credit from that angle.

Appearance of Leopold Stokowski and his Philadelphia orchestra on 
Kraft program from the Coast recently kicked up a storm of protest 
from Merle Armitage, Los Angeles concert manager, presenting the 
crew in two concerts same week of the broadcast. Reported air book- 
ing was a retaliatory move by Radio Corp. of America, miffed at Armitage 
for covering their billing on the 24-stands with his own name. 

Armitage publicly stated that air booking cut into concert gross by 
around 20%. Efforts to have radio date cancelled proved unavailing, 
Stokowski used only 60 men on Kraft show. ;

Cooperative Analysis of Broadcasting, whose program ratings have

siders’ in the audience, all of which sounds bad on the air. Stations 
feel that this cuffing about could easily be avoided by closer cooperation 
between chairmen of committees and their contact men.

Plan of Words and Music, Inc., Tin Pan Alley’s orchestra leader 
controlled publishing firm, to give its writers a 50% equity in their 
copyrights, has aroused considerable comment in the industry, If 
the idea goes through, it will not only establish a precedent but 
cause writers in general to question the contention made by pub- 

‘jishers for years that the nature of the music publishing business 
made it impractical for a publisher to’ have writers as co-partners 
in a copyright. 

In the meantime Words and Music has added Abe Lyman to the 
roster of partners. Another band leader who has been offered an 
interest is Wayne King. Original bandmen involved in the take over 
of Harry Engel’s catalog and the incorporation of W & M were 
Paul Whiteman, Guy Lombardo and Fred Waring. 

Position which has been taken by the W & M partners is that 
they are merely following out logically a line of argument that they 
advanced during the trial of Waring’s suit against WDAS, Phila- 
delphia. In that litigation Waring contended that the prime profi- 
ers from music should be the creator and the interpreter. To omit 
the creator from the ownership of his copyright, aver the M & W 
partners, would be contrary to this viewpoint, and expose them to 
charges of inconsistency. By giving the writer a contractual 50% 
interest in the small rights of his composition W & M’s putting into 
effect sométhing that the writer faction in the American Society or 
Composers, Authors and Publishers sought to have incorporated last 
year in the new membership contract. The contract containing this 
principle was torn up and another eliminating the provision sub- 
stituted on the insistence of the leading publishers in the industry. 

30 Big Plugs Weekly 

Though exercising caution in expressing their opinions about the 
project around the trade, publishers look upon the setup of Words 
and Music as likely to prove competitive mostly from the plug 
angle. The banding together of orchestra leaders in the venture 
may mean the loss of as high as 30 important plugs a week over the 
networks, aver the publishers. They also point out that this situa- 
tion may develop to the point where a publisher may find it neces- 
sary to form a couple of bands and book them around at union 
scale just so that he can assure himself of the necessary breaks on 
the air for his publications,

Weisman, the mag- 
promoting firm which two 
years ago caused considerable con- 
troversy in the music publishing in- 
dustry by putting out a series of 
nickel song folios, last week ap- 
pealed to the Federal court in New 
York for relief from its financial 
troubles. Petition in bankruptcy 
which _Engel-van Weisman filed 
gave the liabilities as $70,136 and 
the assets, $1,106. Latter consists 
of furniture and fixtures. 

Jerome van Weisman, prez and 
treasurer of the company, listed 
himself as the firm’s top creditor, 
claiming $8,577 due him on a 
loan account. Second largest 
creditor is the Warner Bros. pub- 
lishing group with a claim of $7,950. 
Other publisher creditors listed are 
Mills Music, $930; Milson Music, 
$50; E. B. Marks, $717; Irving Ber- 
lin, $2,000; Santly Bros.-Joy, $300, 
and Southern Music Co., $100.

Lesson in French 


~_ 


Following letter by the pres- 
ident of Association Francais 
des Attractions du Spectacle, 
Parisian organization of 
French actors, was sent to 
VARIETY in an effort to explain 
the anti-American demonstra- 
tion at the Alhambra theatre 
there: 


Editor VARIETY: 


After a manifestation of 
French artists at the Alham- 
bra theatre on April 20 the di- 
rectors of the establishment 
sent out information to the 
press and public in a version 
completely different from that 
which actually occurred. 

There exists in France a 
contingent law which permits 
theatre managers to employ 
50% French talent and 5°% 
foreigners. The proportion is 
switched to 60% for foreigners 
in-the case of programs con- 
sisting of troupes of dancers 
who are foreigners. 

On 17 bills given at the Al- 
hambra since its opening there 
have been 90% foreign 
against only 10% Frenchmen. 


acts 


The management, warned by 
a minor manifestation on Feb. 
3, promised, in writing, to re- 
spect the law in the future. 

On April 10, without re- 
membering either its verbal or 
written promises, the manager 
of the Alhambra launched a 
defi toward French talent by 
presenting a new bill consist- 
ing of 82% foreign talent. The 
whistling in the audience and 
the trouble in the audience 
while these foreign acts were 
on the stage during the per- 
formance of April 20 were in- 
tended for the management of 
the theatre only, since only the 
management is responsible. 


Foreign actors and acts have 
nothing to do with this mat- 
ter, which is one of local im- 
portance only, an ‘affair d’'hon- 
neur’ started by this manager 
who does not respect the laws 
of the country which is offer- 
ing him hospitality, and our or- 
ganization of artists. We have 
never had any battle or trouble 
with foreign talent. France, 
whose hospitality is universally 
acknowledged, is open to tal- 
ent from ail the world, of any 
race or nationality, of any re- 
ligious or political view. We 
add that the artists of the en- 
tire world can always have any 
aid or protection here that our 
organization can offer, as long 
as they are within their rights 
under the labor laws of this 
country. 

Because of the actual situa- 
tion here we ask those of our 
American comrades, actors 
who ave likely to work in France 
now or in the future, to do so 
in a gentlemanly and friendly 
manner, and not to accept 
work in two theatres here at 
the same time, doubling in jobs 
at the same time as thousands 
of French artists are starving. 

To you we beg the privilege 
of explaining this in full. and 
that you give this let- 
ter the widest publication you 
can,

‘Public the Judge’ 

Phe note then those who 
have caused the demonstrations why 
directors engage foreign acts at 
great costs and pay their travelling 
expenses, if such new acts could be 
found in France. It said the public 


asked 


‘is the sole judge’ and long ago 
furnished the answer. 
‘Twice demonstrations have been 


held in the Alhambra and after each 
one the theatre experienced a drop 
in fits receipts. It cannot continue 
with the fear of a demonstration 
always suspended over its head. 
And because it is powerless against 
the creators of disorder, as they are 
assured of impunity, and because 
one section of the press, without 
dreaming of the consequences, has 
only given slight publicity to their 
illegal actions, it is obliged to 
withdraw. The Alhambra will close 
its doors May 7. Thus 143 em- 
ployees, all French—musicians, elec- 
tricians, etc.—shall be deprived of 
their jobs. Thus, a house that after 
eight months of operation and was 
classed as one of the best in the 
world, is condemned to close its 
doors. Thus, the innumerable 
French artists who are engaged in 
foreign countries may be boycotted,’ 
the announcement stated. 

After the first demonstration in 
the theatre the management made 
a reasonable offer to the unem- 
ployed artists and threatened to close 
if they staged another disturbance. 
At that time they were offered the 
theatre for five nights and all b. o. 
returns over $2,000 taken in. Fur- 
ther, the management agreed to en- 


gage all of the acts which were a 
success. The offered was refused. 


Whether the closing may prove 
to be a boomerang for French art- 
ists has yet to be seen, but the Al- 
hambra did give more work to 
American artists than any other 
theatre in Paris. A look at only the 
last three bills shows that five 
American acts were booked in each 
show and by far the greater propor- 
tion of them were those which were 
well Known and get good salaries.

Later he 
works with the cello, but in his fool- 
ing around shows that he really 
knows what he is doing. Ends up 
with a swell solo on the overgrown 
fiddle that really sells. 

When the curtain goes up it looks 
as though the customers are in for 
a symphony concert, with 17 mu- 
sikers scattered over the stage. 
After the opening band number, 
there are the usual boy and girl tap 
numbers (Bert and Ann Royce), fol- 
lowed by an acrobatic dance from 
Gertrude. Sullivan, who looks as 
though she. may do something later 
on but needs more practise with the 
band.

Next 
is a roller skate dancer, Evaleen 
Magner, after which they sit back 
expecting to see at least a saw 
plaver. 

The band pulls a surprise then 
and goes into its own spot and 
that’s where things start to pick up.

ED, LAURILLARD, 66, 
DIES IN NEW YORK 


Edward Laurillard, 66, one of the 
foremost London theatre men, died 
in Harbor hospital, New York, May 
1, of an abdominal ailment. He en- 
tered the hospital April 8, since 
which time he had submitted to 
two operations and a number of 


blood transfusions. At first the 
prognosis was favorable, but he suf- 
fered a stroke May 3, from which 
he did not rally. 

Laurillard came to this country 
last fall in search of stage material 
and connections and was on the 
point of returning to London, where 
he planned to produce ‘Kind Lady’ 
in association with Milton Shubert. 

During his illness he had been 
flooded with messages of sympathy, 
including cablegrams from King 
Edward VIII and the Duke of Man- 
chester, 

Born in Rotterdam, Holland, his 
success was achieved in England, 
starting in 1894 with his production 
of King Kodak’ at Terry’s theatre. 
This was followed by other wins, 
including ‘Oh Susannah.’ He made 
his American bow at the turn of 
the century, touring some of his 
English hits, but dropped legit for 
& time to associate himself with a 
string of picture hdéuses. In 1914 
he effected an association with 
George Grossmith, which lasted 
until 1921. In 1922 he became lessee 
and manager of the Apollo theatre,

Alfred Butt. He brought over a 
company in 1924. In 1927 he did 
Butter and Egg Man’ at the Gar- 
rick, in London, and opened the

Difficulties between dramatists 


and producers over a new contract 
form for production of plays is 
practically over. 

Contract committees of both fac- 
tions reached a mutually satisfac- 
tory agreement late Monday (11), 
which has been ratified by the 
Dramatists’ Guild Council and was 
okayed at a meeting of the Theatre 
League membership yesterday 
(Tuesday). All that remains now 
is for the general membership of 
the writers to ratify the pact, which 
is expected to be automatic. 

There will be special conditions 
for managers who are film-financed, 
details of this not being clear as yet. 

There are concessions from both 
sides in the new pact, but the au- 
thors retain the two points most in 
dispute. They will get 60% of the 
film rights in future and retain title 
to the rights. Latter means that, 
for the first time in writers’ history, 
all rights will eventually revert to 
authors. 

On the other hand, authors gave 
in on a number of points, managers 
getting the break on foreign rights, 
amateur rights aid in other direc- 
tions. 

New deal is for five years though 
authors originally wanted but two. 

Final meeting Monday, at which 
the agreement was reached, was a

WPA Taking on More N. Y. Theatres 





Wednesday, May 13, 1936 








Indicating Project Continuance: 
__. Possible Through Next Season 





With the Works Progress Admin- 
istration securing additional -the- 
atres in New York, imdications 
again point to continuation of the 
federal relief theatre project beyond 
the June 30 deadline. Appears that 
the WPA administrators, having 
asked Congress for approximately 
$1,500,000,000, have in mind keeping 
the theatre project active well 
through next fall and possibly all 
next season. That word came from 
Washington Monday (11), when the 
deficiency bill, including new WPA 
funds, passed the House. 

Although the Symphony in Brook- 
lyn is dated for its third attraction, 
‘Back Wash,’ Saturday (16), it will 
be dropped at the end of the month. 
House was formerly on the subway 
circuit of pop price legit houses and 
known as the Shubert-Teller. The 
Majestic, Brooklyn, also of the sub- 
way time will be used instead. An- 
other Bronx theatre for the WPA is 
also being considered, Last week 
the project started operating. a 
Yiddish house on lower Second ‘ave. 

Plan to lease the Longacre, N. Y. 
was nailed last week when stage 
hands protested. Theatre League 
did not object. Jt was pointed out 
that the Federal Theatre Proje¢t 
heads had agreed not to use any 
Broadway theatre between 40th St. 
and 53rd St., defined as the real 
show zone. That came after the 
Manhattan had been rented, also 
Daly’s 63rd Street. An exception 
was made for the Biltmore because 
the WPA ‘living newspaper's’ play- 
lets there are not regarded as legit. 
Claimed that a dozen stage hands 
would have been thrown out of reg- 
ular jobs had the relief shows taken 
over the Longacre, currently hous- 
ing ‘Love On The Dole.’ 

Adelphi Added 

Adelphi was secured instead. 
House is within the Broadway zone, 
but slightly outside the limits set 
when the WPA started leasing dark 
legit spots. It was originally Called 
the Craig and is on 54th St., east 
of Seventh Ave. Adelphi has been 
tenanted but little since erection 
some years ago, when a movement 
started, then stopped, to establish 
legit above the 53rd St. elevated 
line. All houses leased carry stipu- 
lations to cancel on a month's 
notice..

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Pulitzer Changes 

Changes in the rules of the 
Pulitzer prize awards were com- 
mented upon favorably in literary, 
dramatic and newspaper circles last 
week. Main switch was removal of 
the restriction shelving winners, so 
that none could win more than once, 
Why that was not done before this 
year’s awards were announced is 
puzzling, since the advisory com- 


mittee of Columbia University, 
which makes the decisions, is an- 
swerable only to the trustees. Claim 
that the change applied to the cur- 
rent winners is not borne out in 
fact, all the names being firsts. 

Robert E. Sherwood, however, is 
quoted as saying in London that, 
‘only because the competition was 
opened to ail comers,’ had he ac- 
cepted the award. 

In the past, before the limit of 
one prize to one person was fixed, 
there were no repeaters in the 
Pulitzer prize lists except in play- 
wrighting and newspaper’ work. 
Eugene O'Neill was rather prolific 
in copping the $1,000 from the 
Pulitzer foundation. He won three 
times with ‘Beyond the Horizon,’ 
‘Anna Christie’ and ‘Strange Inter- 
lude.” Rolin Kirby, cartoonist on 
the defunct N. Y. Morning World, 
won twice, and the Brooklyn Eagle’s 
cartoonist, Nelson Harding, was 
also a double winner, 

Another new change makes the 
rules uniform, awards now reading 
for ‘distinguished’ novel or play, in- 
stead of the snooty term ‘best,’ as 
previously. Other awards have 
been for ‘a distinguished example’ 
or ‘the most distinguished,’ since the 
Joseph Pulitzer prizes in journalism 
and letters started in 1917. 





To Publish Guild’s Plays 

Random House will publish in the 
fall a compilation of plays pro- 
duced by the Theatre Guild, to be 
called ‘Theatre Guild Anthology.’ 
Will contain complete text of 14 suc- 
cessful plays produced by the Guild 
in the past, with the Guild direc- 
torate helping in picking the plays.

Volume will also contain a history 
of the Guild and an outline of its 
aspirations, written by the Guild 
Board of Directors.

Two on Hearst 

In the curious way that those 
things happen, two ‘unauthorized 
biographies’ of William Randolph 
Hearst appear at the same time. 
And the fact that both are very 
good jobs makes it that much more 
of a shame that they'll cut in on 
one another. 

‘Imperial Hearst,’ by Ferdinand

Omnibus of Crime 

Inez Haynes Irwin knows mystery 
yarns and knows how to tell ’em, 
but she doesn’t know how to get 
going. The first 100 pages or so of 
her newest book ‘Poison Cross Mys- 
tery’ (Smith and Haas; $2) are as 
annoying as can be; they’re gabby 
and pointless.

The Williamson Story 


Too often the stories of impor- 
tant developments are written by 
the second generation with the inac- 
curacies that are bound to creep in 
in spite of the most careful en- 
deavor. Therefore it is welcome 
news that J. E. Williamson, one of 
the brothers concerned with the de- 
velopment of their father’s under- 
water device, has written his own 
story in ‘20 Years Under the Sea’ 
(Hale, Cushman & Flint; $2.50). 

It will be recalled that it is about 
20 years since the Williamsons went 
to Nassau to experiment with an 
underwater photographic chamber 
in the same waters where nearly 
half a century before’ Professor 
Agassiz developed the glass-bot- 
tomed boat from the water glasses 
used by the sponge fishermen. The 
writer describes the early experi- 
ments and records the making of 
20,000 Leagues Under the Sea’ and 
‘Mysterious Island.’ It is written 
for the lay reader and handled in- 
terestingly and in the main authen- 
tically, though to a native Nassau- 
vian it would seem he piled it on a 
little regarding man-eating sharks. 

Lavishly illustrated with enlarge- 
ments from the films, and carrying 
a general interest in addition to its 
appeal to the film fans. It is public 
rather than rental library stuff. 





Five for the Month 

Phoenix Press offers its monthly 
ration of five books in the usual 
assortment of two hot, two cool 
and a western.
